When your trees arrive, soak the roots in water for 
about one hour. Dig holes about 38 inches deep 
and 30 inches in diameter.

Use plenty of water to pack the soil 
and get rid of air pockets. Tree should be planted 
about the same depth as it grew in the nursery. 
Wrap the trunk with heavy paper or burlap to 
prevent sun scald the first year.
